Pursuant to notice, the Thirteenth Annual Meeting of the 
Stockholders of the Pacific Railroad Company was held this 
day, at the office of the Company ; and Erastus Wells, Esq., 
was elected Chairman, and D. H. Armstrong appointed Sec- 
retary. 

The Thirteenth Annual Report of the Directors was read by 
the President, Col. Geo. R. Taylor, and, on motion, was ac- 
cepted. 

The Report of the Chief Engineer and General Superin- 
tendent was also read. 

The following resolutions were oflFered by James H. Lucas, 
Esq., and unanimously adopted, and ordered to be printed 
with the Annual Report, to-wit : 

Hesolvedy That the prosperity of our city and State is very de- 
pendent on the management and extension of our Railroads, and 
that any policy that might result in the taking from the people of 
this State the control of these railroads would be dangerous, if 
not destructive, to their interests. 

Hesolvedy That it is essential to the well-being and indepen- 
dence of the people of this State that they continue to hold the 
Pacific Railroad in their own right and under their entire control, 
and that we are unalterably opposed to its sale or lease to foreign 
capitalists under any and all circumstances. 



THIRTEENTH ANNUAL EEPORT 

Of the Board of Direetors of the Pacific Bailroad, Submitted to 

the Stockholders March 30th, 1863. 
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The Charter requires the Directors to submit to the Stock- 
holders their Annual Report, which is now presented : 

The anxieties of the past year still continue, for our country 
is yet engaged in dreadful civil warfare, and the interior of our 
State not entirely relieved from its withering effects, having 
during this unholy rebellion suffered in life and property as no 
other State in the Union ; her fields in many parts laid waste, 
and the torch levelling with the earth the fruits of many years 
of honest toil and care. How long this deplorable strife is to 
continue, desolating the earth and estranging the people, who 
are of one blood and language, our Heavenly Father alone 
knows, and to His will, as in all other things, we humbly 
submit. 

The Company, early in January, was deprived of the service 
of one of its most cherished members, the late John Caven- 
der, whose distinguishing traits of character were " integrity 
in business, uprightness in morals, a lively interest in all pub- 
lic enterprises, and a quiet, unpretending charity ; " whose 
prompt and continued presence at the Board, with counsel and 
means to the interest of the Company, we cheerfully testify. 

It will be seen, on referring to the last Annual Report, that 
the debt at that time, excluding that of the State, will appear 
as follows, viz : 

Bills Payable $271,348 63 

Audited Accounts 130,844 34 

Making in the aggregate J$< 
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Prom the reports of the officers hereunto annexed, it will be 
found that all of the foregoing debt has been fully paid, ex- 
cepting three notes given Messrs. Diven, Stancliff & Co., 
amounting in the gross to nearly seventy-five thousand dollars ; 
being balance due for work on the Southwest Branch ; the pay- 
ment of the same being secured by mortgage on the unsold 
"Free Lands" belonging to the Main Line — there being no se- 
curity of the Branch to give the contractors who had in good 
faith given their labor to that work. 

The audited accounts shown in the said reports have at this 
date been paid, and there is no debt of the Company other 
than the State's that could not be paid on presentation. 

The Company, for all its supplies as well as material for re- 
placing the road, asks no credit, but on the contrary all pur- 
chases are made at the lowest market price for cash. 

All indebtedness of every character incident to, and growing 
out of, dealings with Messrs. Kirkwood, Porter & Co., and 
Thomas L. Price, in their several contracts with the Company, 
have been settled, paid, and receipts for the same in full are 
filed in the proper office of the Company. 

During the month of August last, such was the terrible con- 
dition of the people in the interior of the State, caused in part 
by general orders of the Government in the efforts to suppress 
this rebellion, that the charities of every patriotic citizen were 
freely extended in aiding the Government ; and, as this Com- 
pany had been the recipient of great bounties from the State, 
the Directors, by unanimous order, placed at the disposal of 
His Excellency the Governor, fifteen thousand dollars, to be ap- 
plied by him to the necessities of the occasion — leaving it, 
however, discretionary with him. 

It was seen early in the year that the rolling stock of the 
Company was insufficient for the business offering ; indeed, the 
Chief Engineer had in the two last Annual Reports urged upon 
the Directors the necessity of increasing the same, and not- 
withstanding there was a considerable outstanding debt of the 
Company, yet it was deemed expedient to increase the motive 
power ; and although two new locomotives were put on the 
track in May, yet orders were issued for the completion of two 
others, and the same were placed on the track iu January — 



all of which have been paid for. In this connection, it is well 
to state that orders had been issued before the greatly ior 
creased price in engines, as well as everything else, for four 
more locomotives, all of which will be delivered during the 
present spring. 

Prom time to time, our own shop, under the management of 
Mr. Charles Williams, Master Mechanic, has turned out forty 
freight cars, and good progress has been made on twenty-five 
others. 

We especially refer to the succinct and intelligent report of 
Mr. Thomas McKissock, Chief Engineer and General Superin- 
tendent, for the details of the year. He shows, among other 
interesting matters, that several of the bridges have been en- 
tirely rebuilt, while others have been extensively repaired, as 
well as one span of the Osage, and two spans of the Gasconade 
replaced, and others will be the ensuing year. On the Main 
Line, upwards of fifty thousand, and on the Branch, twenty 
thousand cross-ties have been renewed ; while five hundred 
tons of iron rails, from the Cambria Works, have been pur- 
chased and placed in the track to supply those worn — the ties 
and iron alone costing upwards of fifty thousand dollars, which 
is charged as track repairs to transportation ; also, that the re- 
pairs to locomotives and cars at our own shop have been very 
extensive ; and in fact the rolling stock and road itself is in a 
better condition than at any time in three years past. 

The water tank at Sedalia, as well as the station house at 
Jefferson City, were accidently destroyed by fire the past year, 
and the replacing of them is also a charge to the operating ex- 
penses; and yet, notwithstanding these extensive repairs of 
bridges, cross-ties, tank and station houses, and repairs of track 
and rolling stock, the road has been operated at an expense of 
56 ,V per cent. 

But little progress has been made in the extension of the 
road the past year, owing to the large outstanding debt, and 
the continued and increasing demands for materials, rolling 
stock and repairs, yet the rail is laid to Dresden, distant seven 
miles from Sedalia, and the road will be operated to that point 
in a few days ; while the road bed is being graded to Knob 
Noster and Warrensburg, and, unless some unforeseen calamity 
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This, in connection with the unusual outlay for repairing 
rolling stock, rebuilding and repairing bridges, keeping up the 
road bed, Ac, may be regarded as a good showing. 

Economy consistent with safety has been observed in all the 
departments of the Company, and the excellent condition of 
the road and all its equipments show that at no period since its 
construction has the same been in better order. 

SOUTH-WEST BRANCH. 

The business of this road has been principally for Govern- 
ment transportation incident on the occupancy of the South- 
west by the United States and State troops, and may be stated 
as follows :

There has been no extension of this road since the last An- 
nual Report, and the road is still subject to forfeiture by rea- 
son of the act of the General Assembly, approved March 8d, 
1857. 

The road remains in an unfinished condition, with all its 
means applicable to its construction exhausted, excepting its 
county and individual subscriptions, which are wholly unavaila- 
ble, and is at this time largely in arrears to the Main Line. 

The same care has been extended to this road, bridges, roll- 
ing stock, &c., as to the Main Line, and it may be safely stated 
that the same is in good condition. 

Efforts were made to get the General Government, as a mili- 
tary necessity, to extend this road, and although at one time 
we were in hopes that such would be done, yet nothing definite 
has as yet been settled on ; but we still continue our exertions. 

On referring to the last Annual Report, it will be seen that 
Congress by joint resolution, approved March 11th. 1862. in- 
structed the Secretary of War to adjust and pi 
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transportation, notwithstanding they claimed the land grant, 
required the service free of charge. 

The joint resolution, referred to, required the accounts to be 
adjusted on the basis that the Company were to have " as near 
cost as may be.*' Every efibrt was made to obtain, in the ad- 
justment of our accounts, some allowance for the cost of con- 
structing' the roadj but without success ; so that for transporta- 
tion over the road from St. Louis to Rolla, the Company is 
only allowed " as near cost as may be," and on the accounts 
adjusted under the said resolution the deductions are as fol- 
lows, which is a dead loss to the Company, subtracting from 
the gross earnings at the cost of the operating expenses, or 
what would have been net earnings of the roads : 

St. Louis to Rolla $100,806 78. 

There has been little, if any, business in the Land Depart- 
ment, as the whole country around the Granby Mines is de- 
solated, which has entirely destroyed all revenue from the 
leases on the mineral land of the Company. There has been 
no change in the policy of the Directors in the general manage- 
ment of the road, and the same care in guarding the track our 
predecessors inaugurated still continues. 

The accompanying reports and tables will show the condition 
of the work, finances, rolling stock, &c., to which you are re- 
spectfully referred. 

I cannot close this report without tendering my especial 
thanks to Mr. Thomas McKissock, Chief Engineer and Gen- 
eral Superintendent, and to Mr. E. W. Wallace, General 
Ticket Agent, for their uniform courtesy and valuable assist- 
ance ; and in closing this report, I accord willing testimony to 
the faithful and prompt manner in which all connected with 
the Company have discharged their several duties. 

All of which is submitted for and on behalf of the Board.

Sir : — ^I hand you herewith various statements pertaining to 
the transportation business for the past fiscal year, showing in 
tabular form the expenses of operating the road, as well as 
many details in reference to the earnings, and also giving gen- 
eral statistics of interest. 

Since the last report the only progress in construction has 
been on the seven miles next west of Sedalia, where the grad- 
ing has been completed, and the track nearly laid to Dresden, 
to which point the road will soon be operated. 

During the year four new locomotives have been put on the 
road, two in May, 1862, and two others in January, 1863. 
These engines were built by Rogers' Locomotive Works, and, 
like six others of the same class purchased from the same 
builders during the past three years, are excellent, serviceable 
and economical machines. 

Forty new freight cars, built at the Company's shop, were 
got out, and considerable progress has been made on twenty- 
five others. These cars were much needed, and I would re- 
commend a still further increase of the number, looking to an 
economical and satisfactory working of the road. 

As in the preceding years, the expenditures in renewing 
and repairing bridges have been large, many of the original 
structures required rebuilding entire, and 1,069 lineal feet 
have been renewed, and very considerable repairs made to 
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some of the smaller spans ; one span of the Osage and two 
spans of the Gasconade are included in the number rebuilt, 
and preparations have been made to replace some of the other 
spans over the same rivers. An accompanying statement 
shows that during the past three years one half of the Osage 
has been rebuilt, and also all the spans of the Gasconade ex- 
cept one. The expenses of renewing bridges for the coming 
year will be very considerable, but then for a couple of years 
will be light, except they should be destroyed by fire or in 
some unlocked for manner. Tlie material has been purcliased 
and preparations made for covering the Moreau, both with a 
view to protect it from fire and decay. I would again recom- 
mend the covering of the new bridges ; most of the spans on 
the eastern division which have been a long time built, and 
which were covered, are still in good condition. 

In the track on Main Line, 51,150 cross-ties have been re- 
newed, and on the Branch, 21,900, at a cost in the aggregate 
of about $29,500 ; and it will be necessary to replace a large 
number during the coming year in both roads. 

During last summer 500 tons of rails were purchased at 
Cambria Iron Works for repairs of track, and nearly this 
whole amount was laid in the main road, and the cost, upwards 
of $20,000, charged as track repairs to transportation ; much of 
the old iron which was thus displaced has been repaired at the 
Company's shop by rewelding and renewing the ends, and then 
the repaired bars substituted in the road for the worst worn 
rails, this expense being also charged to track repairs. Much 
of the iron on the older part of the road is becoming worn and 
needs repairing, and some of it re-rolling. 

Except in the matter of iron, the track and bridges are in as 
good condition as they have been at any time in the past three 
years. 

The expenses of repairing locomotives and cars for the past 
year have been unusually large. During the first year of the 
war, the rolling stock of the road was kept in constant service, 
and very little force was engaged in its renewal. The scanty 
equipment of the road barely suflSced to meet the enlarged 
calls made upon it, and it depreciated rapidly. The purchase 
of new locomotives gave an opportunity to take in shop several 
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of those in use, and it seemed best, both to Mr. Williams, Mas- 
ter Mechanic, and myself, to give them a thorough overhaul- 
ing, so that they might be fitted for permanent service; and 
several of the old engines have been thus put in complete 
order, and others are now being extensively repaired. 

The passenger and baggage cars had been almost entirely 
neglected for two years, except in their trucks, but during 
the past year they have been very generally overhauled. Sev- 
eral have been rebuilt and others repaired, re-fitted and up- 
holstered, and they are now in a better condition than at any 
time for three years past. The cost of repairs of engines and 
cars has been greatly increased both by rise in labor, and in 
the price of iron, lumber, and all tiie other materials used at 
the machine shops. 

An addition has been made to the Freight Depot at Seventh 
street, St. Louis, the cost of which was charged to construc- 
tion ; a small sum has also been expended in grading and fill- 
ing up the Seventh-street Depot grounds, and this work is 
still going on as rapidly as material can be had at reasonable 
rates, thus preparing for use when it may be needed, this very 
extensive property. The cost of filling these grounds is 
charged to construction. 

The water tank and tank house at Sedalia were destroyed by 
fire, and the cost of renewal charged among the operating ex- 
penses. The Station House, Engine House, &c., at Jefferson 
were also destroyed by fire ; a Passenger House only has as yet 
been rebuilt there, and the cost of this was also carried to the 
operating expenses. 

The buildings, platforms, &c., have been kept in good condi- 
tion, and a very considerable sum expended in renewing and 
repairing fences. 

The Directory having ordered from the Rogers Works four 
additional locomotives, which will be delivered at an early day, 
it will not be necessary to have any further increase of motive 
power till some considerable extension of track may be made ; 
but I would earnestly recommend that a further addition be 
made to the number of cars ; at the busy season of the year 
the operations of the road are much embarrassed by the need 
of them. 
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The operating expenses show a much larger per-centage of 
the gross earnings than they otherwise would, from the fact 
that the Government pay, for transportation between St. Louis 
and RoUa, only the actual cost to the Company of the work, 
leaving no margin of profit ; and this traffic to and from RoUa 
is a very large share of the whole year's operations. 

During the past year, as for many preceding, no person, 
either passenger or employee, has been in the least injured 
while on any passenger train.

The aonual report of the fiscal year ending Fabrnary 29th, 
1868, is Babmitted as follows : 

Iq reporting upon the finances of the Company, wo arc pleased 
to announce that, owing to the very extraordinary exertions of 
the Directors, in advancing their means and their credit, without 
charge therefor, the credit of the Company has been maintained, 
and our financial matters so managed as to show great economy 
and a very satisfactory condition of the "floating debt," which, 
we trust, may at no distant day be T^holly absorbed. And also, 
that the expenses for the general management have been re- 
duced to a per centage comparing very favorably with roads of 
this class in other parts of the country. (See note.)

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CHIEF engineer's BEPOBT. 

From the accompanying report from Mr. Thomas McKissodi 
Chief Engineer and General Saperintendent, among other details 
will be foand all the general information connected with the 
management and operating of the road. He says that daring the 
year many improvements have been made along the line, and 
very large expenditures incurred in repairs and renewals. 

A dining-house, which was in progress of cbnstruction at Se- 
dalia, at the date of last report, was opened to travel on March 
Ist; and was burned by fire, originating in the city^ on November 
7th. Another building, to replace the one destroyed, is now 
being erected on the same site. 

A large building, combining passenger^ ticket and telegraph 
rooms, with dining and hotel accommodations, was built on the 
lands of this Company, at the State line, and opened for use on 
June 21st; since which date the transfer of passengers to and 
from the Union Pacific Bailway has been made there. 

During the year there have been laid in the road 176,115 croafr 
ties, being equal to more than sixty-seven (67) miles of track, 
and costing, for material alone, $81,720. The greater portion of 
these were used east of Sedalia, making a renewal between that 
point and St. Louis of nearly one-third of the nnmber in tba 
track. There were also used in repairs on that part of the roid 
10,708 new chairs. Many of the cuts have been well ditched, 
large repairs done to culverts and small bridges, and^ with the 
exception of the rails, the road-bed and track are in better con- 
dition than they were one year ago. 

There have been re-rolled at Bast St. Louis rail mill 1,182 tow 
of iron, being equal to ll^V niiles of track, and there have been 
repaired at the Company's shop at Franklin, by cutting off the 
ends of worn rails, welding up and punching them for fish ban, 
at a cost for shop labor of $1,167 a mile, iron equal to 11^ miles 
of track, of which 9yV were relaid in the main road, and 2yV iB 
sidings. 

The cost of hauling the iron to and from the mill, of re-rolling 
it, of the repairs at Franklin, of the fish joints and spikes, and 
labor of re-laying, amounting in all to $95,500, or about 3^ per 
cent, of the gross earnings of the road, has all been charged 
among the operating expenses. 

For further details, reference is made to the report hereto 
annexed, marked Exhibit A. 



Fire destroying the depots at Smithton and Knobnoster, new 
ones have been erected; also, a small depot for passengers at 
Leavenworth, to facilitate transportation from the "Missouri 
Valley Eoad," with which close bnsiness relations exist, and 
enable us to bavo close and direct connection with St. Joseph 
and other cities. 

A bridge, with a span of 110 feet, one of 134 feet, one of 101 
feet, and one of 53 feet, have boen renoweo, a large number of 
new cattle-guards have been made and otherwise renewed, and 
west of Sedalia nearly 8,000 rods of new fence have been added. 

While it has already been stated that large quantities of re- 
rolled and repaired iron have been placed in the track, yet it 
must not bo forgotten that the iron between Washington and the 
Osage is very much worn ; and if 1,000 tons of new iron could 
be obtained at once, the re-rolling of the old could progress, and, 
during the ensuing year, the whole line of road could be put in 
the best condition, and gi-eat!y facilitate travel and transport- 
ation. 

Five new locomotives, thirty stock cars, and twenty-five cars, 
belonging to the St. Louis and Pacific Express Freight Line, 
have been received and put upon the road; while there have 
been built and rebuilt at the Company's shop two caboose carp, 
three locomotives, three passenger cars, and fifty-one freight 
cars. In this connection it must bo remembered that the cost 
of nearly al! the repairs, ties, iron, cars, &c., &.C., above detailed, 
are charged to "operating txpenses," and yet the business of the 
year was done at a rate comparing favorably with former years, 
and this per cent, of earnings could have boen materially reduced 
if the Company's finances would have enabled ns to purchase 
material and supplies /or cash. 

Mr. McKissock also says: This Company have had in nee 
three months in the year two locomotives, and during the 
balance of the year one locomotive leased from the Southwest 
Pacific, and "I would attract your attention to the fact, that on 
accession to the number of locomotives and freight cars is necea- 
Bary, and that it will be urgently demanded by any increase ot 
business." The five locomotives contracted for and unfinished 
are yet in the shops of the Rogers' Locomotive Works, and it 
becomes the duty of the Directory to provide for their immedi- 
ate completion. 
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GENERAL ITEMS. 



The road has been divided into three divisions. The fini 
from St. Louis to Jeiferson Cityj the second from the last 
named place to Holden^ and the third from Holden to KausM 
City. The necessities of the Company demand that machine 
shops at once be erected at the several places, land having ben 
donated and purchased for that purpose. 

The Osage Yalley and Southern Kansas Bailroad, extending 
from Boonville, in Cooper county, southwardly through TiptOB, 
have contracted for the entire road from Tipton to Boonvillei 
and the same will be completed early in September, and a lease 
for a term of thirty years has been concluded beti^veen this Com- 
pany and that road, by which the same is to be operated by this 
Company on terms mutually advantageous. 

FINANCIAL. 

At your last annual meeting the financial embarrassments of 
the Company were presented, and your counsel invoked. Your 
committee, after laborious investigation both as to management 
and resources, reported, as you know, estimated expenditures 
and resources for the then current year, and advised the mort- 
gage of lands not necessary at the time for the use of the Com- 
pany, the bonds to be tendered creditors of the Company. 

This mortgage has been perfected, and the five hundred thou- 
sand dollars so secured; but our expectations in regard to the 
currency of these bonds have not been realized to an extent pro- 
portional to our desires or wants, the greater part of the same 
being still on hand. The first series of five hundred thousand 
dollars, with interest on the fifteen hundred thousand of the 
bonds designated as *' Dresden Mortgage Bonds," fall due the 
first of the ensuing month of April, and provision for the pay- 
ment of the interest on the whole, and the principal of the firat 
series, must be provided for. 

The necessity of an immediate change of the gauge of this 
road, which is five feet six inches, unlike the "Union Pacific, 
Eastern Division," which connects with this road at the State 
line, (four feet eight and one-half inches,) is impercUive. 

As you well know the gauge of all the roads east of the Mia- 
sissippi river, (with one exception,) conform to that of the 
Union Pacific, Eastern Division, which already extends to *' Ca- 
yote," distant three hundred and thirty- five miles west of the 
State line; and so soon as the bridge across the Missouri, at 
Kansas City, is completed, which will be early in the ensuing 
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fall, there will be, in all probability, an unbroken line of road 
from Cayote to tbe cities of Boston, Portland, New York, &c., 
IbttB avoiding St. Louis, the metropolis of the State. The change 
of gnage to conform to that of the Union Pacific is of minor 
importance when the mere cost ia estimated, hut it is the chang- 
ing and altering of the rolling slock, in conjunction with the 
interruption of business, that ao largely enters into the expendi- 

We here submit a copy of tbe communication made to the 
General Assembly of the State, showing the estimate, cost and 
time, necessary to accomplish the work, and marked Exhibit B. 

LAND DEPARTMENT. 

Herewith find report from Mr. R, It. Powell, in charge of the 
Land Department, which shows that there have been realized 
from sales of town lota along the line of the road, the past year, 
827,164 98, and Iota remaining unsold estimated at ^25,300, 
besides lands at different points, not laid out in town lots, esti- 
mated at $30,620. Eeferonee is made to the report hereto 
anexed, and marked Exhibit C. 

STATE LEQISLATURK AND THE SALB OF THS STATE ISTBRBST. 

It was apparent that the General Assembly, in the winter of 
1866 and 1867, were disposed to separate the State from the 
the "railroads," and the efforts made by "ouUide parties" 
to obtain this road were a source of anxiety to the Directory. 
With this information at your lust annual meeting, you invoked 
by resolution the Directors' services, at the adjourned session, 
for the purpose of procuring such legislation, for the sale of the 
State's interest in this road, with Ihe view of the Road becoming 
lis ovm purchaser. 

Tour instructions have been fultilled, and a bill has been re- 
cently passed, but your Directory have not yet been advised that 
it has received the approval of the Governor. 

The hill, amongst other thingn, jirovides for the sale of all the 
State's interest to the " Pacific Hidlroad/' on the payment to the 
State at stated times the sam in iinws of five millions of dollars. 
A copy of tbe bill is hereto appvndcd, marked Exhibit I). Thia 
report, already too proiii, will Xfl |)articularize tbe tt^gistation ; 
sufQcient that your attention, and ibat of oar Buccesaors, have 
been attracted to Ihe same. 

We commend to our suecessors an earnest and persistent 
I effort to accomplish tbe grand purpose of preserving this road 

I i_ 
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to tho stockholders, thereby insuring its management and cot 
trol to the people of oar State. 

CONCLUSION. 

The financial condition of the Company towards the State liai 
not been changed since the last report. 

There has been no material change in the policj' of the DiIe^ 
tors, and the same management of the road and guarding the 
track our predecessors inaugurated has been oontinued. 

I make my acknowledgments to the officers of the road for 
their uniform courtesy^ and cheerfully accord to them my testi- 
mony to the energetic and faithful manner in which all connected 
with the Company have performed their respective duties.

REPORT Off CHIEB" ENGINEER AND SUPERINTENDENT.

Sir : — Yon will ploaae find herewith various Btatements, in 
detail, relative to the buaincsa operations of the road during the 
past year, and I anbmit sach items of information as eeem im- 
portant. The earnings, as stated, show an increase over those 
of the preceding year, the larger percentage of excess accruing 
&om the transportation of freight. 

During the year many improvements have been made along 
the line, and very large oxponditures incurred in repairs and 
renewals. 

A dining-honse, which was in progress of eonstrnction at Se- 
dalia, at the date of last report, was opened to travel on March 
Ist, and was burned by fire originating in the city on Kovomber 
7th. Another building to replace the one destroyed is now 
being erected on the same site. A largo building, combining 
passenger, ticket and telegraph rooms, with dining and hotel 
accommodations, was built on the lands of this Company at the 
State line, and opened for use on June 21st, since which dale the 
transfer of passengers to and from the Union Pacific Eailway 
has been made there. 

Depot houses have been erected, and the cost charged among 
operating expenses, at Smithton and Knobnoster, at both of 
which places the buildings in use had been destroyed by fire 
during the preceding year. 
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A small passenger room has been built at lieavenworth \<m\ 
depot, with a view to accomniodating travel ferried to that peat 
from the Missouri Valley lload, with which line close biuiiMi 
arrangements have existed^ giving to this road regalar andnb 
able connections with St. Joseph and Atchison. 

A bridge, with span of 110 feet, over Bes P^res No.l,ul| 
another of 134 feet, over Des Fibres No. 2, and also one of II 
feet over Keefer creek; one of 60 feet over Waldstein, andoul 
of 63 feet over Long Branch, have been renewed, and the eat 
charged among operating expenses. These new bridges wei^ 
with one exception, east of PVanklin, and took the placet tf 
others originally put up in 1852 and 1853, and which, hiviaj 
been covered and roofed, had continued sound for about fouitNi 
years, thus showing the value of such protection since th 
bridges west of Franklin, which were not preserved in that 115 1 
had required renewal in about seven years. 

The masonry of some of the piers at the Osage, whidiUl 
been impaired by the frequent burning of the BuperstrQetm 
during the war, has been overhauled, and very considenkk 
labor performed in rip-rapping the base of these piers, in oifc 
to secure the foundations against the washing of the river. 

During the year there have been laid in the road 176 116 cto»I 
ties, being equal to more than 67 miles of track, and costingto 
material alone $81,720. The greater portion of these werenieli 
east of Sedalia, making a renewal between that point andSl 
Louis of nearly one-third of the number in the track. Then 
were also used in repairs of that part of the road 10 708 nef 
chairs. Many of the cuts have been well ditched, large reptin 
done to culverts and small bridges, and with the exceplionofl 
the rails, the roadbed and track are in better ^condition thift 
they were one year ago. 

Thirty-six (36) new cattle-guards were put in, and twentj- 
five (25) others renewed. There have been built, chiefly in the 
prairies west of Sedalia, 7,800 rods of new fence, and very ex- 
tensive repairs made to the fences on other portions of the road. 

The large increase in the lumber traffic calling for greater 
facilities at Fourteenth-street Depot, the wood and hoop pole 
trade was transferred from that point to the grounds of the Com- 
pany near Twenty-third street, where switches and side tracto 
were laid for its accommodation. The extensive property lying 
between Tayon avenue and Twenty-third street should be 
graded at an early day and made to accommodate much of the 
business of the road. 
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New switches and side tracks have been laid at Seventh 
street; St. Loais, at Franklin^ Morrison, Knobnoster^ Clear Fork; 
and State line ; and those at Webster^ St. Paul^ Labadie, Cha- 
moiS; Elston, and Otterville, have been lengthened. 

There have been re-rolled at East St. Louis rail mill 1^182 tons 
of iron^ being equal to llyV miles of track, and there have been 
repaired at Company's shop at Franklin, by cutting off the ends 
of worn rails, welding up and punching them for fish-bars, at a 
cost for shop labor of $1,167 a mile, iron equal to 11^ miles of 
track; of which 9fV were relaid in the main road; and 2^^ ^^ 
sidings. The cost of hauling the iron to and from the mill; of 
re-rolling it, of the repairs at Franklin, of the fish-joints and 
spikes, and labor of relaying, amounting in all to $95,500; or 
about 8/^ per cent, of the gross earnings of the road, have all 
been charged among the operating expenses. 

The labor and expense of renewing iron were greatly in- 
creased, and the progress in re-rolling much delayed, by the 
fact that the surplus of rails on hand is very small. When a 
mile of track is taken up, many of the rails which are good are 
distributed along the road/ where they take the places of others 
"which are worn and only fit ta go to the rolling mill. Many, 
again, are taken to the repair shop at Franklin, and others 
sent direct to the mill. All this shifting and exchanging creates 
expense and delay. Sidings are needed along the line at many 
of the present depot grounds, and the granting of applications 
for several new stations has been refused or laid over, chiefly 
because the Company had no iron to appropriate to the switch- 
es which would become necessary by granting them. One of 
the first cares of the Directory should be to procure a few 
miles of rails with a view to facilitating renewals, and also to 
enable them to provide greater facilities at points where in- 
creasing business will demand them. 

The work of filling up and grading at the Seventh-street depot 
grounds has been continued, and is so far advanced that the whole 
of this large property can be brought into use as business may 
demand and the means of the Company permit. 

Five (5) new locomotives have been received during the year 
from the Eogers Works, of which three were passenger engines, 
one was wood-burning freight, and one coal-burning freight. 

Thirty (80) stock-cars have been purchased from builders in 
this city, and twenty -five (26) box-cars have been put on the road 
by the St. Louis and Pacific Express Freight Line. 

There have been built, at the Company's aKo^g*, Z c^iboQ^Q> <iax%\ 
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and thore have beon rebuilt at these shopB, and the cost chMsm 
to operating expenses, 3 locomotives; 3 passenger cars^ 2 baggigi| 
cars, and 51 freight cars. 

The Southwest Pacific Boad having passed on the 21st of Jul 
from the hands of individual owners into the posaession of tk 
State of Missouri, the business arrangements which had Im| 
entered into with that road have been continaed. 

This Company have had in use during the first three moittil 
of the year 2 locomotives, and during balance of year one l»\ 
motivo; leased from the Southwest Pacific Scad — pajring a totil 
rental of $6^315; which is also charged among operating tt\ 
penses. 

I would attract your attention to the fact that an accessuAttl 
the number of locomotives and freight cars is necessary now,iD' 
that it will be urgently demanded by any increase of businea

Bik: — I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the fol- 
ing resolution : 

"Resolved, That the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company be re- 
ftpectfully requested to report to this House, what measures, if 
any, have been taken by it to conform the guage of said road to 
the guage of the Union Pacific Railway, and what the probable 
cost of such a change of guage would amount to, as well as the 
time necessary to accomplish the same." 

And I am instructed to reply in regard to the change of the 
gauge of this road to correspond to that of the Union Pacific 
Railway. 

The Board of Directors take great pleasure in responding 
thereto. 

They respectfnlly report, that the sabject of the change of guage 
bas been heretofore frequently and seriously discussed, and the 
necessity of such change has been decided by this Board as im- 
peratively demanded by every consideration of policy and interest, 
and such change this Road has unanimously decided to make at the 
earliest possible moment. The change involves much expense and 
time, neither of which can this Company feel justified iii under- 
taking while the present relation of this road to the State con- 
tinues, meaning, hereby, to refer to the power the State may have 
to dispose of her claim at any time ; which power operates to de- 
press the credit of the Company whenever they attempt to nego- 
tiate largely to carry out such expensive alterations as the " change 
of guage." With the above remarks, the Directors beg leave, 
respectfully, to say that the cost of locomotives, originally new, to 
supply the absence of old, while being altered, would be 1300,000. 
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These would not be lost, as shortly after the whole change is mi& 
they would be probably required for increased business. Alt» 
tion of rolling stock would cost, economically done, say 13^00(1: 
labor in withdrawing the rail, say 180,000 ; new iron reqoiKi 
$200,000, or an aggregate of 1930,000. 

The interruption to business would be Berioaa for a short tine,] 
and cannot be estimated with accuracy. The time required t; 
make this change would bo economized much by dividing the id 
into three sections, say from Kansas City to Warrensbun;, Wv 
rensburg to Jeiferson City, and from Jefferson City to St Lott 
doing the work by three sections, and arran^ng fortransfoi^ 
unfinished points. The change might be fully efiected within om| 
year. 

And we beg leave to suggest that if the State will sellherdttl 
upon this road to the Company for four millions of State ind«k- 
edness, they will instantly make this road conform in euagetoth 
Union Pacific and the Eastern roads that meet as.

l£e i/ enacted by Ihe General Assembly of the State of Missouri as 



f Sbction 1. The Governor is hereby directed and required to 

sell the Pacific Railroad and its appartenances, and all property 
belonging thereto, in accordance with the provisions of section 3 of 
this act and an act entitled "An Act to expedite the construction 
of the Pacific Railroad and the Hannibal and St. Joseph Kailroad," 
approved February 22, 1851. 

Sec. 2. Upon a sale of the road, as provided in the foregoing 
section, the price and snm for wliich the same shall be sold shall 
not be leas than eight millions and three hundred and fifty thou- 
Band dollars, payable to the State Treasurer io bonds of the State, 

■ or in money, within ninety days from the day of sale. No bid, 
except the bid of the Governor, on behalf of the State, shall be 
accepted unless there is paid to the State Treasurer, who shall 
attend said sale, an amount of not lees than three hundred thou- 
sand dollars in such bonds or money as a part of the purchase 
money to be paid when the road is stricken off. And such bonds 
or money shall be forfeited to the State in case the purchaser or 
purchasers shall fail to pay the amount of purchase money bid 
within the time above provided for. Such sale shall take place 
at the east front door of the Court House in the city of St. 
Louis, between the hours often o'clock in the forenoon and four 
o 'clock in the aftenioon. If said sum of eight millions three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars is not realized at such sale, the 
Governor of the State shall, by liiraaelf or ageut, buy in the same 
for and in the name of the State of Missouri. 

Sec. 3. The purchaser or purchasers of said road, under this 
act, shall bind himself or themselves to the State, and it is hereby 
niadc a condition of said sale to change the guage of said Pacific 
Railroad so as to conform to the guage of the Onion Pacific Rail- 
road, Eastern Division, within two years from the date of sale. 
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Sec. 4. Upon the payment of all the purchase money, as tpea 
fiecl in section two of tliis act, and upon the delivery of anoblh 
gation in conformity with section three of this act, the GoYenur 
shall execute a deed to the purchaser or purchasers, conveying d 
such right, title and interest in and to said Pacific Railroad, iti 
franchises, appurtenances, and the property belonging thereto, n 
are subject to the lien of this State. 

Sec. 5. If the Pacific Railroad Company shall, at any 6m 
within ninety days after the first day of April, 1868, pay into tke 
the Treasury of the State the sum of three hundred and Mf 
thousand dollars, in the bonds of this State or in money, then, uJ 
in that event, the Governor shall not advertise said road for nle; 
and if the said company shall, within ninety days thereafter, pij 
into the State Treasury an additional sum, equal to five million 
of dollars in all, (the same being either in cash or Missoari Sttit 
bonds,) the Governor shall, upon the production of the reoeijtt 
of the State Treasurer, for said amounts, execute and deliver ti 
the said Pacific Railroad Company a deed of release for all dm 
title and interest which the State of Missouri has in and to tk 
said Pacific Railroad, its property and appurtenances, and thesiii 
Pacific Railroad Company shall, from and after the delivery i 
said deed, be fully discharged from all claims or debts due to tlx 
State, and all liability growing out of the issue of the bonds d 
the State to aid in the construction of said road, and no sale BhiO 
in that event take place under this act. If, hoTvever, from my 
cause, the said Company shall be unable to pay the additional nm 
as herein provided, the Governor shall proceed to advertise fsvi 
road ; but if said Company, during the pending of said advertise- 
ment, pay into the State Treasury the said additional sum, witk 
interest thereon from the first day of October, 1868, at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum, then, and in that case, no sale of sail 
road shall take place, and the Governor shall execute and defivtf 
to the said Pacific Railroad Company the deed of conveyance vi 
release provided for in this act, and the said Pacific Railroad CoO' 
pany shall be exempt from all the liabilities and obligations heiA 
specified. But in case the said Company shall, after the pavmest 
of the three hundred and fifty thousand dollars above stated, H 
to pay the additional sum specified (being the remainder of tLe 
five millions), then, and in that case, the sum first paid shall ^ 
forfeited to the State. 

Sec. 6. In case of a sale of said road, under the provisions d 
sections 1, 2, 8, and 4, of this act, the State of Missouri shall » 



lome the payment of principal and interest on sevon hundred 
houaand dollars in bonds, issued to the County of St. Louis as a 
oan to the Pacific Railrond Company, under the act of January 
7,1865; and also the floating debt of said Company, existing at 
;he time of the passage of this act, not to exceed the amount of 
Bix hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 7. In case of a purchase by the Governor, in behalf of 
the State, as provided in section two of this act, be shall take pos- 
session of the said road, together with all property and appurte- 
pances belonging thereto, and shall then turn the same over to the 
Joard of Directors hereinafter provided for. 

Sac. 8. There shall be elected immediately after the passage 
ind approval of this act, in joint session of the General Assembly, 
line Directors, one from each Congressional District. Said Di- 
ectoi'S shall, aa soon as tho Governor shall have taken possession 
of the road, choose one of their own number for President and 
one for Treasurer, who shall each give bond in the sum of one 
dred thonsand dollars for tho faithful performance of his du- 
ties, which bond shall be approved by the Governor and filed in 
ihe ofllce of the Secretary of State; and said President and Board 
of Directors shall thereupon have authority to operate said road, 
in the same manner and with like powers as the President and Di- 
rectors of said Pacific Railroad Company are uow by law author- 
ized, until said road is otherwise disposed of, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and for that purpose may make all needful regulations. 
They shall make monthly reports, under the oalhs of at least three

time of the passage of this act, not to exceed the amount of n 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. And all bids and proposdi 
for leasing said road shall assume the payment of the floating debt 
of said Pacific Railroad existing at the time of the passage of tin 
act., not to exceed the amount of six hundred and fifly thooflil 
dollars. And all bids, whether for purchase or lease of sidd roiii 
shall be based upon a stipulation on the part of the purchaser a 
lessee to change the guage of said road to conform with thegnage 
of the Union Pacific Railroad, Eastern Division, within the period 
of two years from the date of sale or lease. 

Sec. 11. The said Railroad Company shall be subject to the 
provisions of the general laws of the State now in force (or 
hereafter to be enacted) classifying freights and fixing the reguli- 
tions, rates and charges for the transportation of freights and pas- 
sengers by the railroads in this State ; provided that the provisions 
of this section subjecting the Pacific Railroad to future le^lation, 
shall not take effect for ten years after the passage of this act. 

Seo. 12. In case of sale as prescribed in sections two and ^\t^ 
the ofllce of Fund Commissioner is hereby abolished, and all pro- 
visions of an act entitled "An Act for the extension and comple- 
tion of the Pacific Railroad to the western boundary of the State at 
Kansas City, and the North Missouri Railroad to the Iowa line, to 
complete the Southwest Branch of the Pacific Railroad and to re- 
duce the State indebtedness," approved February 10th, 1864, ap- 
plying to a Fund Commissioner and prescribing his duties and 
powers, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 13. In the event of the sale of the Pacific Railroad as 
provided in sections one, two, three and four of this act, the pur- 
chaser or purchasers thereof shall take the same subject to the 
terms and conditions of a certain lease and contract made and en- 
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tered into by and between the Pacifio Railroad Company and the 
Boonville Extension of the Osage Valley and Southern Kansas 
Railroad Company, bearing date the tenth day of February, 1868, 
under which said lease and contract the Boonville Extension of 
the Osage Yalley and Southern Kansas Railroad Company have 
leased their road to the Pacific Railroad Company for the term of 
thirty years from the 15th of September, 1868 ; and the provisions 
of such lease and contract shall be and are hereby declared to be 
binding upon the purchaser or purchasers as aforesaid. 

Sec. 14. The South Pacific Railroad Company, when organized, 
shall have the right to run their trains over the track of the Pa- 
cific Railroad from Franklin to St. Louis and return, until the 
said South Pacific Railroad Company shall construct their road 
from Franklin to St; Louis, on such terms and for such compensa- 
tion as the said Companies shall agree upon ; or, failing to agree, 
each of said Companies shall choose a competent Railroad Super- 
intendent, who shall select a third, a majority of whom shall ^x 
said terms ; provided such right and agreement shall not continue 
more than ten years after the passage of this act. 

Sec. 15. This act to take effect from and after its passage.

AN ACT FOR THE EXTENSION AND OOMPLBTIOII OF THB PAGinOlAlt 
BOAD TO THE WESTERN BOUNDARY OF THE 8TATB AT BAHBAB CO, 
AND THE NORTH MISSOURI RAILROAD TO THE IOWA BTATBimS 
COMPLETE THE SOUTH-WEST BRANCH OF THB PACIFIO BAHIUI 
AND TO REDUCE THE STATE INDBBTEDNE88. APPBOVED IK& 1i,M 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Jfiitovv 

as follows : 

Section 1. Tho Pacific Bailroad Company is hereby authoiflc 
to borrow money for tho completion of the main road to Kjutf 
City^ and for this purpose may issae not more than one thousMi 
five hundred bonds, of one thousand dollars each, beaTiDginttt 
est at tho rate of not more than seven per centum per annoB, 
with coupons attached; and having four, five and six yeais n 
run, in equal proportions; said bonds to be seeared byaiii^ 
mortgage on tho main line of the road west of Dresden, andii 
much of tho proceeds of said bonds as may be necessaiy shallb 
applied to the completion of the road from its present tennioc 
to Kansas City, and to no other purpose; said bonds shall ott!f 
be negotiated or sold as the money is required for the paymeii 
of the work done or under contract. Provided^ however thati^ 
of any one class of bonds may be sold at one time; and the Stss 
of Missouri, for this object, and to this amount and extent only 
hereby relinquishes her first lien and mortgage and right of ft^ 
feiture upon said road west of Dresden, retaining, however,! 
second lien and mortgage thereon, such second lien and moi^ 
gage to become forthwith the first lien and mortgage, in e^, 
respect and as fully as now held by the State, upon the payme^ 
in full of principal and interest of the bonds authorized by t^ 
act. All the net profits of the road shall be applied to the e^ 
tension and equipment thereof until completed as aforesaid 
reserving, however, sufficient for the payment of the intereS 
accruing semi-annually on said bonds actually sold; and,afUi 
completion of the road, any surplus over the accruing interes 
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ftftU be applied to the pnrcbase or payment of the bonds tham- 
Belves. I'rovided, that no sale of the road west of Dresden, as 
aforesaid, or any interest therein, or therewith connected,' on 
account of the non-payment of anoh interest or principal, shall 
be made before notice in writing of euch failnro has been first 
given to the Governor and Secretary of State, and until twelve 
months shall have elapsed after such notice before such sale. 
And it is further provided, that the State, throngh the Governor, 
or any agent appointed by the General Assembly of the State, 
shall have the right to redeem said railroad from any sale under 
the provisions of this act by the bondholders and mortgagees, or 
buy in the same at any sach sale; and upon the payment, or 
tender of payment, of the amount of such mortgage with inter- 
est, by the State, all the rights and privileges of the Pacific Eail- 
road Company in and to said railroad, depots, lands, rolling 
stock, machine shops and other appnrtenances, shall be vested 
in the State, and the Governor of the State shall take possession 
of the said road without any suit or sale. 

Sec 2. The office of Fund Oommissioner is hereby created, 
and shall continue until the bonds issued for the completion of 
the road, and the State bonds loaned to said Railroad Company, 
with interest thereon, are fully paid out of the earnings, or ex- 
changed for the first mortgage bonds of said road, as hereinafter 
provided. It shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint a 
Fund Commissioner, subject to the approval and confirmation of 
the Senate, at this or the ensuing session of the General As- 
sembly, who, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall 
file in the office of the Secretary of State a bond for the faithful 
performance of his duties under this act, conditioned according 
to law, to the State of Missouri, in the penal sum of not less 
than one hundred thousand dollars, the securities wherein shall 
be first approred by the Governor. The salary of said Fund 
Commissioner shall bo four thousand dollars per annum, and 
shall be in full compensation for all his sei-vices. The Fund 
Commissioner may be dismissed by the Governor for any mal- 
feasance in office, and all hia official acts, the books, papers and 
accounts of his ofBce, shall be at all times subject to his inspec- 
tion and control. He shall file a monthly return of the receipts 
and expenditures of his office in ihe office of the Secretary of 
State, showing the balance then on hand. Within sixty days 
from the passage of this act, the Directors of the Pacific Railroad 
Company shall cause said act to be submitted to the stockholders 



ihereof for accoptanco, and if the same is accepted by a tnajoritj 
of the said stockholders in interest, Iho Directors shall immedi- 
ately certify such acceptance in writing to the Secretary of 
State; and in failnre thereof, Iho Governor is hereby directed 
and required to proceed forthwith, thereafter, to the forfeiture 
and sale of said road, and fix a minimum price for which it shall 
be sold. Provided, that, upon the sale of said road according 
to law, the price and sum for which the road shall be sold shall 
not be less than the amount of bonds and coupons issued to 
said road remaining unpaid; and if said sura is not realized 
by and at such sale, the Governor of the State shall, by himself 
or agent, buy in the same, for and in the name of the State of 
Missouri; in case of such sale and purchase by the Governor, in 
behalf of the State, he is hereby empowered and authorized to 
operate the road, in the same manner and with like authority 
as the President and Directors of said road are now by law 
authorized, with such modifleations and changes in the details ] 
thereof as may he by him deemed beneficial to the interest of 
the State, until the Legislature' shall make such provisions in 
regard to said road as in their jadgment may be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Sec. 3. The Pacific Railroad Company are hereby required to 
deliver to said Fund Commissioner, within a reasonable time 
after he shall be appointed and qualified, the bonds of the Com- 
pany, hereby authorized to be issued, to the amount afore, 
said, in bonds of one thousand dollars each, having four, five 
and six years to run in equal proportions, and bearing interest 
at a rate not exceeding seven per centum per annum, with con. 
pons attached, payable semi-annually at the Bank of Commerce 
in the city of New York; whereupon, in order to give validity 
to such bonds, the State relinquishes to that extent, and for that 
object solely, as aforesaid, her first lien and mortgage upon said 
road west of Dresden, as aforesaid. The Fund Commissioner 
shall thereupon proceed to negotiate said bonds, as provided in 
section one of this act, at such prices as may be obtained there- 
for, subject, however, to the approval of the Governor and the 
President of tho Railroad Company before such sale; the pro- 
ceeds thereof shall be deposited in the Boatmen's Saving Institu- 
tion id St. Louis, or such other institution or bank as the Gov- 
ernor may direct, subject to the draft of said Fund Commissioner, 
for the purpose of the completion and equipment of tho road, in 
sums not greater than fifty thousand dollars at any one time.

control, upon proper vouchers and receipts, he shall pay for the 
operating of the road: the payment for said construction and 
equipment shall be made upon the vouchers of the Chief Engi- 
neer of said road, approved and countersigned by the President, 
specifying in proper detail the amoants and character thereof; 
and the payment of the operating the road shall be made upon 
the vouchers and certificates of the Superintendent of the road, 
approved by the President and Chief Engineer. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Directors shall classify themselves into 

three divisions, viz. ; The first, consisting of four membera, to 

serve until the annual election of 1864; the second, consisting of 

four members, to sei-ve until the annual election _of 1865; and 

the third, consisting of five members, to serve until the annual 

election of 1866; and all annual eleotiona are to be for four or 

' five Directors, to serve for three years, and to fill the place thus 

' becoming vacated. The Directors must be citizens of the State 

of Mieaouri, and have resided in the same at least three years. 

- The Directors shall elect their President and Vice-President 

' annually. 

Sec. 6. It ahall be lawful for the Pacific Eailroad Company to 
isaue first mortgage bonds, having not more than twenty-five 
years to run from the date of their issue, and bearing interest at 
6 per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, to the amount 
of the State bonds loaned to said main road, together with all 
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interest doe and unpaid; said mortgage bonds shall have the 
effect of first mortgage upon said road only to the extent of 
their exchange for bonds of the State, when the same are de- 
livered up and cancelled with unpaid coupons attached ; these 
first mortgage bonds shall be countersigned by the Auditor of 
the State, and delivered to the said Pacific Eailroad Company, 
for a return to him of an equal amount of State bonds, includliig 
interest due and unpaid, with unpaid coupons attached. And 
the first mortgage bonds thus issued shall share in the secnri^ 
now held by the State in said main line of the Pacific fiailroad, 
in proportion that their amount may bear to the bonds and cou- 
pons remaining unpaid, and which have been issued by the State 
for the benefit of the said main line ; so that in case of the sale 
of said main line railroad, by default or otherwise, the proceeds 
of said sale shall be divided, in proportion as aforesaid, between 
the State and the holders of said first mortgage bonds ; and the 
holders of such first mortgage bonds thus substituted shall have 
no power, by virtue of such substitution, to cause the main line 
of said railroad to be sold under the first mortgage held by the 
State, except in pursuance of the provisions of this section. And 
whenever the amount of State bonds and interest coupons 
thereon shall be so exchanged for said first mortgage bonds, in 
the aggregate equal to three-fourths of the amount of State 
bonds and interest coupons thereon outstanding and unpaid at 
the time of the passage of this act, and which may have been 
issued by the State for the benefit of the main line of the Pacific 
Bailroad, the holders of said first mortgage bonds, after the 
fifteen hundred construction bonds, with interest thereoiv 
authorized to be issued by the first section of this act, shall be 
fully satisfied and paid by said Eailroad Company, shall have 
the right and authority, by virtue of said substitution, to sell 
said main line of the Pacific Eailroad, rolling stock, franchisee^ 
and other property belonging thereto, discharged from the morl' 
gage lien of the State, ii^ after payment, as aforesaid^ of the said 
fifteen hundred construction bonds, the said Pacific Railroad 
Company shall make de&ult in the payment of the interest oa 
the said first mortgage bonds so substituted, or shall make deftolt 
in the payment of the bonds themselves when they shall become 
due. Provided, that the minimum price for which said railroad 
shall be sold shall not be less than three-fourths of the amount, 
of the then outstanding State bonds, and interest coupons thereoi 
remaining unpaid or unexchanged, so issued by the State for 
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the benefit of the main line of the Pacific Bailroad, and the 
amount of the said first mortgage bonds and interest thereon 
then remaining outstanding and unpaid ; and provided furiJur^ 
that if said railroad shall bring any amount over and above that 
which may be required to pay off the then outstanding State 
bonds^ and interest thereon, issued for the benefit of the said 
main line, and the said first mortgage bonds and interest thereon 
remaining unpaid; said amount shall be paid to the said Pacific 
Bailroad Company. Six months' public notice shall be given of 
the time and place of sale of the said railroad in such manner as 
may be prescribed by the Governor of the State of Missouri. 
And provided farther J that the obligation upon the Pacific Bailroad 
Company to issue said first mortgage bondS; in all cases where 
State bonds and coupons issued by the State for the benefit of 
the main line of said railroad may be presented in pursuance of 
this section, shall be imperative. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Fund Commissioner to apply 
the net earnings of the road, after paying the expenses of his 
salary, first, as provided in section one ) second, to the payment 
of interest as the same shall become due and payable on the first 
mortgage bonds issued and exchanged, as provided in section 
six; and next, not to exceed six per centum dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock, as provided in section eight ; and the surplus, if 
any, to the purchase of the outstanding State bonds, with inter- 
est coupons thereon, at the best market rates. Provided^ however j 
that in purchasing said bonds the price to be paid for them shall 
be first approved by the Governor. It shall be the duty of the 
Fund Commissioner, further, to examine, from time to time, the 
books, papers and accounts of the road ) and i^ at any time, it 
shall appear, to him that the same are tfot properly kept, the 
gross receipts of said road, or any part thereof, are not properly 
paid over to him, or that irregularities exist in the construction 
or conduct of the road, to call the attention of the Governor 
thereto, whose duty it shall be to examine into and correct such 
irregularities, in such manner as in his judgment may be deemed 
right and proper. 

Sec. 8. The holders of bonds of the State of Missouri issued to 
the Pacific Bailroad Company are hereby authorized to invest 
said State bonds in the capital stock of said corporation, and 
the Pacific Bailroad Company, upon the deposit of such bond or 
bonds with the Treasurer of the State of Missouri, and the can- 
celling of the same, are hereby authorised to enlarge the capital 
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stock of said corporation to an extent equal to the amonnt of 
bonds so invested^ and to issue to the holder or holders of said 
bond or bonds certificates of full paid stock for the amount (^ 
the bond or bonds so deposited and cancelled; said stock to be 
preferred in the payment of dividends, which may acorue or be 
made payable from the earnings of the road, in preference to 
any stock now issued, or may be issued, for any suhsoiiptioD to 
the capital stock, by virtue of any contract or other agreement 
made prior to the passage of this act; but no dividend on any 
such preferred stock shall exceed the rate of six per cent, per 
annum, until the amount due by said Pacific Bailroad Compin; 
to the State of Missouri, for all liabilities incurred, and for ad- 
vances made^ are fully paid. And nothing in this section shall 
be construed to release the State lien upon said road, as now 
provided for by law, only so far as the same may be made appli- 
cable to the issuing of the bonds herein specifically provided for in 
the first section of this act, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of the Ft- 
cific Eailroad to provide that all the pay-rolls for all the monthly 
payments of the employees on the railroads are made out cor 
rectly and furnished to the Fund Commissioner on the fifteenth 
day of each month, as also the proper vouchers for all articles or 
materials purchased which may be necessary for the operatioB 
of the road. Monthly reports of the condition of the road, 
together with a full statement of the business of the same^ sbill 
be made by him to the Governor of the State, who shall caoM 
the same to be filed in the office of the Secretary of State; and 
any outlay deemed necessary, beyond and outside of the aotoal 
operating expenses, by the Directors of the road, shall be first 
approved by the Governor and Chief Engineer before the sani 
shall be paid by the Fund Commissioner. 

Sec. 10. All contracts for the work required for the extensioB 
of the Pacific Bailroad to Kansas City shall be advertised for at, 
least one month in such of the public papers in Missouri, Chicago^! 
Illinois, Cincinnati; Ohio, and the city of New York, as ^| 
Directors may select; and all proposals shall be recorded inil 
proper book, kept for that purpose, in the railroad companj^ 
office. At the time of alloting the work, the lowest responsible 
bidder shall be entitled to the contract, which shall not ezceel 
ten miles in length; fifteen per cent, of the amount agreed to b* 
paid upon any such contracts shall be retained until the contraet 
is fully completed, and it shall appear that said contract has not 
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been fally and faithfally performed, or that the party or parties 
to said contract have been, directly or indirectly, through them- 
selves or others, interested in any other contract, while the first is 
incomplete, then the per cent, thus retained, and any other bal- 
ance remaining unpaid, shall be considered as forfeited to said 
railroad company as liquidated damages. 

Sec. 11. Within sixty days from the passage of this act the 
stockholders of the Pacific Railroad Company and of the North 
Missouri Railroad Company are hereby authorized and empowered 
to assemble for the purpose of accepting or rejecting the provisions 
thereof, by a vote of the majority in interest thereof; and the ac- 
ceptance of this act shall be filed in- the office of the Secretary of 
State, and the same shall be binding upon said companies respect- 
ively ; and for the purpose of carrying out the intent of this sec- 
tion, it is made the duty of the Presidents of the several railroad 
companies provided for in this act, within fifteen days after its 
passage, to call together the stockholders of their respective com- 
panies, giving not less than ten days' notice of the time and place 
of such meetings, in such newspapers as may be selected by them 
for such purpose. 

Sbc. 12. The Chariton and Randolph Railroad Company and 
the Missouri Valley Railroad Company may, by a vote of the ma- 
jority of their stockholders in interest, transfer and assign to the 
North Missouri Railroad Company all of their effects and assets, 
rights and privileges, under their respective charters, and all the 
work that has been done in the construction of said roads ; and 
upon such transfer being accepted by the North Missouri Railroad 
Company, the said Chariton and Randolph Railroad Company and 
the Missouri Valley Railroad Company shall cease to have a cor- 
porate existence, and shall be styled and known as the West 
Branch of the North Missouri Railroad; said West Branch to 
commence at the town of Moberly, in the county of Randolph, on 
the North Missouri Railroad, and extend west along the route 
adopted by the Chariton and Randolph Railroad Company to the 
city of Brunswick ; and thence on or near the present survey of 
the Missouri Valley Road to Richmond, in Ray county ; and from 
thence, by the most advantageous and practicable route, to some 
point on the north side of the Missouri river at or below St.

Skc, 13. For the pnrpose of enabling the North Missouri Rail- 
road Company to complete the main road to the Iowa State line, 
and also for the purpose of enabling them to construct the West 
Branch aforesaid, and for the parpose of building a bridge across 
the Missouri river at or near the town of St, Charles, on which 
the said Company can cross its trains, said Company ia hereby 
authorized to borrow money to the amount of two millions of dol- 
lars, and to this end may issue two thousand bonds of one thou- 
sand dollars each, bearing interest at the rate of not more than 
seven per centum per unnitm, with coupons attached, payable 
semi-annually, the principal having four, five, sis, seven, eight, 
nine and ten years to run, in equal amounts; said bonds to be 
secured by a first mortgage on the main line of the road north of

Maoon City, and on the West Branch aforesaid. That the lien on 
aaid West Branch shall only extend to that part and portion of 
the road constmcted with the proceeds of the bonds issued for 
the same, and on the stock of the North Missouri Railroad Oom- 
pany in sud Bridge Company on the bridge aforesaid, and the 
proceeds of the bonds to be applied to the completion of the main 
trunk from its present terminus to the Iowa State line, and to the 
extension of the West Branch aforesaid, and to the building of 
the bridge aforesaid, the application thereof to be in the following 
proportion, to-wit : The proceeds of one thousand of said bonds to 
the eompletion thereof to the Iowa State line, and the proceeds of

the said Pacific Eailroad ; and all the conditions and stipulations, 
liabilities and requirements, of said sections, are hereby imposed 
upon said North Missouri Railroad and jbhe West Branch thereof 
as fully and obligatory as if the same were in this section recited . 
The intent and purpose of this provision being, that the Pacific 
Railroad and its Company, and the North Missouri Railroad and 
the West Branch thereof^ and their Company, shall be placed 
under equal conditions, restrictions and liabilities, and be sharers 
of the benefits granted in this act equally, according to the pro- 
visions thereof. 

Sec. 14 The North Missouri and Iron Mountain Railroads are 
hereby authorized to connect their line of road with the main line 
of the Pacific Railroad, in the city of St. Louis, if the Board of 
Directors of said roads agree and find it to the interest of said 
roads, and for that purpose are authorized to condemn the right of 
way over any lands whatsoever, in conformity with the rights 
granted to them in their respective charters. 

SiBO. 15. The Pacific Railroad Company shall immediately 
apply all the net earnings of the Southwest Branch since the 
first day of July, 1861, and all the net earnings that may accrue, 
to the further construction of said Southwest Branch from Rolla 
to its western terminus, and shall as speedily as possible sell such 
lands as the said Southwest Branch may be entitled to out of the 
lands donated to the State of Missouri by the Congress of the 
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United States, and shall also apply the proceeds of all such flda 
to the construction of said road from Rolla to its western termma 
The said Pacific Railroad Company shall complete the said South- 
west Branch from Rolla to the month of Little Piney within foU' 
teen months from the passage of this act. 

Sec. 16. There is hereby reserved to each and every peiM 
who originally made, or who was the owner by purchase or oth» 
wise, on the third day of March, 1855, or any improvement fir 
agricultural purposes upon any Railroad land along the line of tke 
Southwest Branch Railroad, the right of pre-emption to one hu* 
dred and sixty acres of land, including the improvements mA 
thereon, according to the several acts of the General Assembljia 
such cases made and provided; but this right of pre-emption dul 
not be construed to apply to any land of the Company when 
there has been lead or ore dug, or known as mineral land, it bein 
the intention to secure the right of purchase solely to agricnltnnl 
lands ; and every person who has, or may hereafter, establish hii 
right of pre-emption according to this or any former act, shall paj 
at the rate of two dollars and tifty cents per acre for the land pre- 
empted. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the said Pacific Railroad Con- 
pany as fast as said Southwest Branch Railroad is completed to 
cause a notice thereof to be given by advertisement in two St 
Louis weekly newspapers and such newspapers as shall be pub- 
lished along the line of the said Southwest Branch Railroad, vA 
require the persons along the said completed line of road and ftr 
twenty miles beyond, whose right to purchase the lands of sail 
Company is reserved by this act, to come forward and pay for tbe 
same ; and all persons having such right of purchase who shiD 
fail to pay the purchase money for their lands within six montb 
from the first publication of said notice, shall be held to ban 
abandoned their right of purchase, and the same shall thencefoitk 
become void.

St. Louis, March 27, 1871. J 

In compliance with the requirements of your charter the Board 
of Directors of the Pacific Railroad submit to the Stockholders 
a report of its operations during the year ending February 28, 
1871, and of its condition at that time. 

During the preceding year much had been done to improve the 
efficiency of the road and to provide a suitable equipment, but 
the change of gauge had absorbed the chief attention, and this, 
combined, with other causes, had strained the credit of the Com- 
pany to the utmost, and much still remained to be done. A very 
large amount o£ new iron was imperatively required in the track, 
not less on the score o£ economy than of safety in the manage- 
ment of its trains, whilst new and extended side-tracks at more 
convenient distances were also required. Forty-one locomotives 
o£ the old gauge remained to be rebuilt and adapted to the 
requirements of the new gauge. The rolling stock, the full and 
complete repair of which had been postponed to the more pressing 
demands of the change of gauge, needed thorough overhauling. 
Many of your bridges required immediate renewal. Additional 
cars were demanded both in the freight and passenger depart- 
ments, and the road-bed itself was in need of extensive repairs 
of a permanent character. 

Amongst the great disadvantages with which the operations of 
the road had been conducted, the large floating debt of the Com- 
pany has been the chief. At the commencement of the year its 
unfunded liabilities amounted to over ^1,350,000, existing in

the form of a large number of notes and outstanding accounts, 
ranging from several hundreds to many thousands — many of 
them contracted in tlie purchase of supplies, with the understand- 
ing, or at least expectation, of entire or partial renewal. The 
necessity of purchasing all supplies on credit compelled the 
payment of outside prices, whilst the daily in-egular maturity of 
notes required extraordinary provisions for their payment or 
arrangement. 

In the face of these requirements, the problem was presented 
of pursuing a temporizing system — which, urhilst it might speci- 
ously exhibit a great saving of expenditures for any single year, 
must in the end prove poor economy — or a policy which looked to 
the permanent character of the work done, and its absolute value 
to the road, having reference to the future not less than the 
immediate present. 

,Your Board did not hesitate to adopt the latter course, and in 
what has been done they have kept constantly in view the 
principle, which is especially true in the administration of public 
works, that that which is permanently done in the first instance is 
the best economy. Such a policy will only find its full realiza- 
tion when rails of steel, bridges of stone or iron and fire-proof 
depots take the place of the perishable materials wjiich the 
necessities rather than the choice of our Western railways have 
imposed upon them. 

Doubts existing as to the right of the Company to fund its 
debt by second mortgage under existing law (since removed by 
legislation), your Board took immediate steps to consolidate the 
floating debt into larger obligations maturing at convenient 
periods, and to provide the means of making all purchases for 
cash, thereby enabling purchases to be made at the lowest cash 
rates — a policy w^hich enabled your Board to carry the entire 
debt of the Company at an average rate of less than eight per 
cent. ; and notwithstanding the increase of the debt occasioned 
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loy extended improvements, the total interiest liability of the 
CJompany for the year is $95,411 less than that of the preceding 
3^ear.

During the past year the operating expenses and repairs were- 
70 83-100 per cent., and during the previous year 75 8-100 
per cent. 
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J£he amounta chargeable to the operation of the road during 
the year have been due in a large measure to the expenditure in 
the renewal of the track and the maintenance of the roadway — 
expenditures which will tend to the material reduction of the cost 
of operating your road in several respects during some years to 
come. A detailed statement of the expenditure in every branch 
of the service accompanies the report. ( See, Table JVb. 6. ) 

Among the outlays chiefly is the purchase of 4,689 tons of new 
rails, 571 tons of re-rolled rails, and 81 tons of steel rails — 
making a total of 5,341 tons — and relaying 56 8-10 miles, or 
almost one-fifth of the entire track. The fact that the iron for 
some twenty-six miles of the track on the eastern division, between 
St. Louis and Jefferson City, had been in constant use for fifteen 
or sixteen years, rendered it absolutely necessary for the safety of 
trains that it should be entirely replaced. The iron between 
Jefferson City and Dresden had also been in use from ten to twelve 
years, and portions of it were so much worn as to require imme- 
diate renewal. The iron' used in the original construction of the 
road west of Sedalia was only fifty pounds to the yard, and 
although portions of this iron had only been in use for five or six 
years, it was found necessary to renew at once a considerable 
portion of it, which has been done with sixty-pound iron. Nothing 
lighter than this should be used on a road over which passes such 
a heavy traffic. 

The total outlay for rails, bars and spikes has been $380,- 
912.96. This does not include the cost of handling, transpor 
tation from the city, or the labor of replacing. The entire cor , 
has been charged to the repairs and running expenses. 

The proceeds of sale of old iron have been credited to repa* ^rs 
of track. 

Within the year there have been purchased and placed in th 
track for renewal 219,614 ties (equal to about eighty-five miles j, 
costing, independent of the labor in placing them, $106,534, 
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which is included in the repairs and running expense account. 
In this connection it is proper to state that the ties used have 
been of the very best character, far better than the Company has 
henetofore been able to procure in any considerable quantity. 

Bridges. — ^The outlay for these has been large. Experience 
had taught us that the erection of those entirely of wood was poor 
economy. Not having the means to erect them entirely of iron, 
the Board during 1869 adopted the combination plan — using iron 
for the lower chord — in rebuilding our truss bridges, and ordered 
the construction of one of 150 feet span over Gray's creek, near 
Meramec station. This was completed the early part of this 
year, and gave such satisfaction that the Board decided to adopt 
that plan in rebuilding most of the bridges when it became 
necessary to do so. 

During the year there have been five others constructed on this 
plan, making an aggregate of 780 feet. The upper chord of 
these bridges is covered with tin to protect it from the weather. 
There is every reason to believe that they will prove to be safe, 
durable and economical. 

We have also in the same time constructed of the ordinary 
Howe Truss Bridge, four bridges, amounting to 582 feet, the 
whole cost of which has been charged to repairs and expenses, 
except the difference in the cost of the iron lower chord, over 
tliose of wood, which has been charged to construction. 

The bridges entirely renewed and paid for during the year 
«tre those over Glaze Creek, Fox Creek, Big Blue, Post Oak, 
liig Greek, Big Muddy, Hamilton Creek, Boeuf Creek, Deer 
CJreek, St. Aubert Creek, and L'Ours Creek. 

Owing to the destruction of a large number of the bridges 

^n your road in 1864, in consequence of Price's raid, and 

Which were all rebuilt in that year, their efficiency and safety 

<5an not be depended upon longer, and it becomes necessary to 

'■ renew them during the coming year. Contracts for their con- 



k 
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struction have already been made. The contractors are prepar- 
ing the material for the renewal o£ the bridges over the Osage 
and Gasconade rivers with lower chord of iron, most of which 
is now on the ground, and also for several other smaller bridges 
of 150 to 160 feet span. 

We have also contracted for several small iron bridges. After 
the completion of these, we may reasonably hope for a large 
decreiase in this item of expenditure for many years. The total 
expenditure in renewal and repairs of bridges during the year 
amounted to $98,635, as against $48,560 for the preceding 
vear. 

Another large item of expense has been the repairs of fences. 
These, both in the eastern and middle divisions, had become 
very much dilapidated. Many miles of it were destroyed by 
fire in the fall of 1869, caused by the smoke-stacks of the new 
locomotives placed on the roads after the change of gauge, 
which were not adapted to the burning of wood. From the 
same cause many hundred cords of wood were destroyed along 
the line of the road, and much other damage done, for which 
the Company were compelled to pay. These defects have long 
since been remedied, since which time the damage from this 
cause has been trifling. The renewal of fences has cost the 
Company $45,220.65, which has been charged to operating 
expenses. This is an increased expenditure of $39,873.06 over 
that of the preceding year. There has also been expended in 
fencing portions of the road, never before fenced, the sum of 
$23,645.83, charged to construction. 

The road is now very thoroughly fenced against stock, a fact 
which contributes largely to the safety of running, and a marked 
diminution in the claims for stock killed. The claims of this 
character paid during the year amount to $19,701 84 — all 
charged to expenses of this year — though more than half oE 
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this actually accrued during the preceding year. The expendi- 
ture in this respect will be very small in the future if the fencing 
is properly maintained, which can now be done at a very small 
annual charge. 

Rolling Stock. — ^The amount expended in the maintenance of 
our rolling stock has been large. Our passenger coaches required 
painting, varnishing, upholstering, with other repairs, whilst all 
the freight cars which required it have been overhauled and put 
3n good condition, all of which has been charged to the operating 
expenses — amounting in the aggregate to $137,878.63. 

We have purchased during the year thirty box, thirty cattle 
and forty flat cars, and have constructed at the shops of the 
Company four postal cars, two baggage cars, twenty* three 
caboose and freight cars — making a total .increase of one hundred 
and twenty-nine cars. The postal cars were constructed at the 
request of the Government, and arrangements have been com- 
pleted for establishing a distributing postal service on all through 
trains. 

We have also completed the two new coaches that were by the 
last annual report in process of building, as also built three 
others. They are all of itiodern construction, and are a valuable 
^xddition to our equipment. The Company have in use at the 
tilose (of the year the following cars: Fifty passenger cars, 
nineteen baggage cars, four postal cars, 1,137 freight and 
caboose cars — making a total of 1,210 cars. 

The Sleeping Car Company have in use six coaches, and the 
St. Louis and Pacific Express Company have in use 100 box cars. 

As many of our passenger coaches have been long in use, 
and were wanting in many of the modern improvements, the 
demands of the passenger traflSc and the maintenance of the 
standard of equipment equal to other first-class roads, required 
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additional first-class coaches. With a view of supplying this 
requirement, we contracted, some months since, with Messrs. 
Barney, Smith & Co. for six of their first-class twelve-wheel 
coaches, two of which have been received at the date of this 
report, and we are advised the others will be here within a few 
days. These, with the addition of two (2) more sleeping coaches, 
equal to the best in use, which are soon to be placed upon the 
road, will enable you to commence the year with a passenger 
equipment equal to any first-class road. 

These new coaches are provided with the *' Miller platform 
and buffer," which have received the approval of experienced 
railway operators as a valuable improvement. We have acquired 
by purchase the right to use these improvements on all cars now 
or hereafter in use by the Company, and are now engaged in 
attaching them to all the passenger coaches belonging to the 
Company. Some negotiations have been made, not yet com- 
pleted, looking to the adoption on the passenger trains of the 
" Westinghouse atmospheric brake,'* and other improvements 
tending to lessen the dangers incident to rapid transit, and to 
secure safety and comfort in this important branch of serviee. 
Believing the use of coal oil for lighting the trains was attended 
with more or less danger, your Board some months since ordered 
its use discontinued, which involved the furnishing new burners 
adapted to the use of candles. This was done at a cost of 
some fifteen hundred dollai-s, and involves a daily increased cost, 
as the latter material is the most expensive. But when safety 13 
secured, this should not be taken into consideration. 

At the commencement of the year the Company had in use 
forty-six new locomotives, which had been purchased in antici- 
pation of the change of gauge, and eleven which had been altered 
so as to conform to the changed gauge, making fifty-seven in. 
all. The work of changing was continued, and twenty-thre^ 
Lave been altered during the year, nineteen of which were cu^ 
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down and completely rebuilt. Two of them have been fitted with 
slab frames. Nine have been furnished with entire new boilers, 
fourteen of them with new steel fire-boxes, seventeen with entire 
new iron frames and six of them with new copper flues ; five 
more are now in the shop partially rebuilt, the work already done 
on them being equal to two (2) completed locomotives. The cost 
of this work, together with other items relating to change of 
gauge, has been $136,969.52. 

The completion of the Poplar street extension to the levee 
gave us connection with all the roads east of the river, and 
brought to this road large numbers of freight cars. This, in 
connection with the increase of the freight business, and the 
necessity for giving conveniences for the moving of stock and 
other trains promptly and without delays, necessitated the build- 
ing of greatly increased sidings in St. Louis and at the State 
line, the laying of many new sidings along the line of the road, 
and extending many of those before in use. The sidings put 
down during the year amount to 12 1-10 miles, at a cost of 
$115,178.45. 

BuiLDiNas. — There has been erected at the St. Louis shops a 
fiire-proof oil storehouse ; also additional platforms at Fourteenth 
^ treet, and additional stock-yards at St. Louis. 

The depot at Kirkwood has been rebuilt and enlarged. A 
1 TXTge passenger and freight house has been completed at Jefferson 
C!3ity to take the place of the one destroyed by fire just at the 
^^lose of last year. Additional stalls have been erected to the 
Engine houses at Meramec and Pleasant Hill. An engine house 
^^f five stalls has been built at the State line, as also a small 
^::kiachine shop, with a fair amount of machinery and tools put in 
^^se there. 

Some years since the citizens of Jefferson City made to this 
K3ompany a donation of a piece of land at West Jefferson for 
^he erection of machine shops at that point, which was duly 
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accepteil by thiB Company. Bat until this year the Companj^^^.j 
ha^l not made any improrement on the same. The insnfficien ci^^^ 
of Tffom. and the insecure condition of the temporary shops anc;^ ^d 
round-houses compelled us to make some expenditure there^-^^s. 
We have therefore made a commencement there by expendin^^^ 
$18,501.79 in grading the grounds and erecting a portion o ^cDf 
the round-house, and completing eight stalls. During the 
it should bo completed, as well as the other necessary buildin] 
so as to remove from our present location, about one mile distanv^ t. 
The increase of business rendered it important to economic- — ae 
time, and to provide against the contingency of a short suppLSfj 
of coal wo found it necessary to erect large coal bins at severa^^J 
points, with convenient and extensive schutes, in order to facilitat=:^e 
supplying our trains with coal. Such have been built at Wasla^ - 
ington and Clear Fork, and those at St. Louis shops greatlj^^ 
enlarged. 

The important connection of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Railroad during the yisar with your road at Sedalia, necessitated 
Bomo expenditure at that point, in order to facilitate the trans- 
action of the increased business there. It became necessary to 
erect a larger freight depot, and to grade and construct additional 
side-tracks. This has been done at a cost of about $12,000. 

Tklkuraph Line. — ^Under a new contract with the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, the line from Jefferson City to 
Kansas City has been rebuilt with cedar posts. An additional 
wire has been added, and the Company now have entire control 
of t>vo wires for their own exclusive use the whole length of the 
road. 

A now lino has also been erected from Leavenworth to Atchison, 
the telegraph company under the contract furnishing the material, 
and this Company the labor. The expenditures for perfecting our 
tolograpUio facilities have been $5,878.40. 
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Wyandotte Lvvbb. — Extraordinary expenditures have been 
J Incurred in permanently protecting the levee at Wyandotte with 
stone— aAoun ting to $10,697.00. This point will be a continual 
Source of expense until a thorough revetment of the bank is made. 
Some negotiations have been had with the corporate authoritioB 
*t Wyandotte with reference to corporate assistance in this work. 
They have agreed to appropriate $10,000 in bonds, but the 
<K>iidition8 are such that your Board has declined it. 

The accident which occurred at Eureka on the 12th day of 

^ay should be mentioned. It was one of those disasters to 

"^hich all companies are liable, and ever will be, as long as the 

operation and conduct of trains must rest in the hands of fallible 

men, who, however honest and faithful in general to the trusts 

confided to them, are not at all times free from errors and 

mistakes. In this instance the error made by the conductor of 

the western-bound freight train in noting his time, led to the. 

Catastrophe, which resulted in the loss of valuable lives. Imme- 

^Jate steps were taken by the Company to relieve the suflferers ; 

^ho best surgical aid was provided for the wounded, and their 

^^tire care assumed by the Company. The legal liability of 

*'''^o Company being undoubted, all pecuniary claims arising from 

*^^ accident were adjusted satisfactorily to the parties. The 

^^Tarse pursued by the Company elicited the kindliest spirit on 

^^ part of the claimants, and all litigation was prevented. 

^tie amount paid by the Company in satisfaction for injuries, 

^^:r loss of life and property, amounts to $75,643.21. 

With the exception of this disaster, your road has been 

^ Iterated with unusual safety during the year. The improved 

Condition of the track has facilitated the regularity and safety 

^f the trains, and no loss of life or personal injury has occurred 

"^o any of the many thousands who have been transported. No 

Material damage has been occasioned to the rolling stock — the. 

2 
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large expenditures for repairs being due to the thorough and 
complete renovation of the freight and passenger cars. Th? 
amount charged to damage to persons in the operating expenses 
occurred almost exclusively in the preceding year, the claims 
being in suit or otherwise unpaid at the commencement of the 
fiscal year. The same is true to the extent of more than one- 
half of the amount charged during the year to account of damage 
to property, and though not really belonging to the operations of 
this year, they appear as part of the operating expenses. 

Cattle and Grain Trade. — The cattle and grain trade has 
been, and must in the future, become marked features in the 
business of the road. With the connections of the road with 
Northern, Southern and Central Kansas, not less than the pro- 
ducing capacity of the western and central portions of this State 
tributary to the road, this trade is capable of indefinite expansion, 
if the proper facilities are afi'orded. It is of a character which 
will always compel the very lowest rates of carriage, and requires 
the cordial friendly co-operation of the mercantile interests of 
the city to bring it into full development. During the past year 
the Board are gratified to record the friendly action of the mer- 
chants in this respect, and the liberal spirit of the press, and the 
city government — both in its legislative and executive departments 
— in afi'ording to this Company, in connection with the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, the right of way to the river bank and to 
the elevator, until more permanent and less inconvenient methods 
of transfer shall be provided. The privileges thus granted have 
been used in a spirit of appreciation of the objections urged 
against them, and it is believed that no citizen can complain of 
any abuse. Of the total cost of this track to the river and to 
the elevator, one-half, amounting to $33,590.98, has been 
borne by this Company. So far as the actual working of this 
connection is concerned, no additional income has accrued to 
the road ; the charges for delivery of grain to the elevator and 
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live stock to the river bank have been the same as to other 
points. 

Unquestionably, however, the facilities afforded have operated 
to increase the volume of business transacted. Such will always 
be the effect of a liberal civic policy, and it is believed that the 
city will find in the removal of every barrier to free commercial 
intercourse the best assurance of its continued prosperity. 

The question of establishment of a general union stock-yard 
contiguous to St. Louis has been agitated more or less through- 
out the year, and more or less controversy and disagreement has 
arisen in reference to their location. This question is one of 
the highest practical importance to this Company. Thus far 
your Board have not committed the Company to any policy in 
this respect. 

Dhe interests of all roads concenti'ating at St. Louis are identical 

^^ this — that the object to be attained by all is the transportation 

^^ and distribution from this point of the greatest number, and 

'^o question of location is one that, though environed with 

^^fiBculties, it is believed can be readily solved by practical men 

^Ixenever personal and local interests are entirely ignored in the

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LEASED ROADS. 

The following roads are operated, or under contract to be 
operated, by this Company: 

The Missouri River Railroad ; the Leavenworth, Atchison and 
Northwestern ; the Osage Valley and Southern Kansas (Boon- 
ville) ; the Lexington and St. Louis ; the St. Louis, Lawrence 
and Denver. 

At the last annual meeting the matter of the leases then newly 
made with the Missouri River (Kansas City to Leavenworth) and 
the Leavenworth, Atchison and Northwestern (Leavenworth to 
Atchison) companies, was brought to their attention and their 
investigation ordered by a committee of stockholders. Having 
reported at a subsequent meeting of the stockholders held on the 
18th of April, the whole matter was referred to the Board, 
*'with power to take such action as they might deem best for 
the stockholders and the public." 

Under the leases referred to (not submitted to the stock- 
holders), the Board had obligated this Company to pay to the 
Missouri River Railroad Company a guaranteed annual value 
of $50,000 for the first five years, $60,000 for the second five 
years, $70,000 for the third five years, and $80,000 for the 
fourth five years. 

It is unnecessary to detail the entire negotiation with reference 
to these leases. Believing them to be exceedingly burdensome 
to this Company and illegal (having never been ratified by the 
stockholders), your Board, whilst willing to make very reasona- 
ble concessions, refused to act under them unless large conces- 
sions were made. The result of the course o£ the Board was 
such that material modifications were secured, reducing the 
guaranteed rental of the Missouri River Railroad to $50,000 
per annum, and the guaranteed rental of the Leavenworth, 
Atchison and Northwestern to $42,500, besides securing other 
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important modifications in the details. The leases as modified 
were, on recommendation o£ your Board, ratified by the stock- 
holders on the 14th of June, 1870. 

OSAQB VALLEY AND SOUTHERN KANSAS. 

This road, better known as the Boonville Branch, has been 
successfully operated during the year, and its business and earn- 
ings have materially increased over those of any preceding year. 
During the year arrangements have been made by that company 
to extend their road southwardly to Versailles, in Morgan county, 
»nd thence westwardly towards and through the Osage valley. 
This Company has no connection with such extension. 

LEXINGTON AND ST. LOUIS RAILROAD. 

Extensive modifications were also secm'ed in the leases of 
tlio Lexington and St. Louis, and the St. Louis, Lawrence and 
I)enver Railroad, both of which .were under construction, and 
ure, when completed, to be operated by this Company. 

The Lexington and St. Louis Railroad, — Owing to finan- 
cnal and other diflSculties, the work upon this road has made but 
little progress during the year. The road-bed is almost entirely 
completed, and its debts nearly paid. The experience of the 
past having created the greatest distrust on the part of the stock- 
holders in any contractor, an earnest application was made to 
this Company to undertake the completion of the road. 

Inasmuch as the road was to be operated by this Company, 
and the completeness and thoroughness of the work became 
vitally important considerations, a conditional arrangement was 
made with this Company to iron and finish the road upon the 
following terms : 

The Lexington and St. Louis Railroad Company are to pay 
nil outstanding indebtedness of the Company (except one note 
of $93,000, secured by their first mortgage bonds), to turn 
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bver all their ties and other property, and to furnish in cash the 
sum of $48,000, that being the amount necessary to complete 
the grading of the road. 

The Pacific Company then agreeing to receive the $900,000 
first mortgage construction bonds of the Company at seventy 
cents, to pay the $93,000 above referred to, and to iron and 
complete the road, receiving for any deficiency (if any) the 
second mortgage bonds of the Company at forty cents. Efforts 
are now being made to raise the amount required to pay the 
$48,000 required to complete the grading and to pay the out- 
standing claims, in all about $130,000, and is it believed these 
efforts "will be successful. This road passes through the rich 
counties of Pettis, Saline and Lafayette, and, should arrange- 
ments be made for a convenient transfer or other connection, 
will furnish a route to St. Joseph and the Northwest equal to 
any other. It is believed that before the close of the present 
year the road will be in successful operation, 

THE ST. LOUIS, LAWRENCE AND DENVER RAILROAD. 

Owing to various causes, a modification of the terms of this 
lease was deemed desirable by both parties, and a new lease 
effected, by which the rental was reduced from $100,000 to 
$75,000 per annum. This lease was ratified by the stockholders 
on the 14th of June, 1870. 

The whole work o£ grading is under contract to be completed 
at an early period. The iron has been secured, and before the 
year closes it will doubtless be completed, giving our city a 
direct connection with Lawi'ence, and with the whole system of 
railways leading from that point to the South and Southwest, 
thus opening between St. Louis and Kansas another avenue of 
commerce and trade, and drawing closer the bonds of friendship 
with our young and vigorous sister State, whose future is so 
closely allied with ours. The construction of that link between 
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Pleasant Hill and Lawrence will tend to shorten the line between 
St. Louis and Denver, and it is believed will eventually be of 
great value to the general business of the road. 

The Board have not entered into any new leases during the 
past year, their entire action having been confined to the reform- 
ation and modification of those existing at the commencement of 
the year. Unless in very special and exceptional cases, the 
entire policy of leasing roads is wrong, and more often a burden 
than ft benefit to the trunk line. Where roads are necessary, 
it is better to build or buy them, thus securing absolute and 
unrestricted control, and the permanent benefits accruing from 
extended improvements. When the roads now under construc- 
tion are completed, it is believed that no occasion can arise in 
which any extension of this policy will be required. The system 
of roads then operated by this Company will give it at least an 
equal share of the trade of the Northwest, and it will have 
decided advantages in the West and Southwest over any of its 
competitors. 

The rapid settlement and growth of the country tributary to 
this road is matter of congratulation. Washington, Hermann, 
Jefferson, California, Sedalia, Warrensburg, Pleasant Hill and 
Holden are rapidly increasing in wealth and trade, whilst the 
rich counties which they supply are being rapidly improved. 

Kansas City has taken its rank fii'St among the distributing 
centers of the West. Scarcely any portion of the State is more 
prosperous, and it is but just to say that the efforts of the Com- 
pany to promote their prosperity in its own have been appreciate^ 
by the community, and a feeling of unexceptionable good-will 
prevails along the entire line. 

At the beginning of the year there was outstanding 0555,000 
of the bonds issued under the law of 1864, and known as the 
'' Dresden bonds," all of which matured within the first month 
of the year. To meet those there remained unissued of the first 
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mortgage loan only ^500,000. Arrangements were temporarily 
made to carry the former until the latter could be disposed of. 
This was accomplished on favorable terms early in the year, and 
from their proceeds ^432,500, with ^48,500 from other sources, 
$481,000 of said Dresden bonds have been paid. 

There are now $74,000 of the Dresden bonds outstanding and 
over-due, payable on demand. These should be provided for 
at an early day. 

With a view of placing the finances of the Company in a more 
satisfactory position, by funding the floating debt, the oflScers of 
the Company applied to the Legislature for such amendments to 
the general law as would enable them to accomplish that end. 
Our efforts in this respect were met in a liberal spirit, and the 
necessary amendments secured, by which (with the consent of 
the stockholders) a second mortgage may be issued. It was 
obtained too late to be of any service during the past year, but 
must engage the attention of your Board at an early day. In 
the opinion of your Board such a mortgage should be at once 
issued to an amount sufficient to fund the debt and to carry on 
the work of such permanent improvements as are demanded, 
and the provision of additional cars. The work in this direc- 
tion, though carried on to the fullest ability of the Company 
during the past year, is far from complete. Much remains to 
be done, and if it is to be postponed until the means can be 
acquired from receipts, your per centage of expenditures must 
continue large for a considerable period. For the first fifteen 
miles west of St. Louis a double track is imperatively, demanded 
and its extension to. Franklin (thirty-seven miles) should be 
made at the earliest practicable moment. Over forty trains 
daily pass over this portion of the road. The prompt . invest- 
ment of the required amount now will enable its operations to 
be conducted at once at a much reduced rate, and save to the 
Company far more than the interest of any amount required. 
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The highest success of the Company as a commercial highway is 
bound up with that of the great city of the West, and in the 
encouragement and development of its material interests the 
Company must labor with and often in advance of its immediate 
business requirements. Sharp competition with rival roads, lead- 
ing from the producing regions to other business centers, will 
require the concession of low rates, with profits always small — 
perhaps at times with none. Under such circumstances the con- 
ditions of success are a credit which can command the lowest 
prices, a thoroughly constructed roadway, eflScient machinery, 
and ample carrying capacity. With these fully attained, a 
liberal business policy will soon place the property of the Com- 
pany in a condition to remunerate the stockholders, whilst dis- 
charging its full obligations to the public. 

In conclusion, your Board with pleasure records its obligations 
to your Superintendent, Thomas McKissock, and his associates, 
to whose zeal and eflficiency the successf]xl operation and present 
condition of the road are due in a large measure, whilst faithful- 
ness and zeal in their respective duties have characterized the 
other officers of your road, and, with but few exceptions, your 

numerous employees.

Sir: — Heretofore the earnings account has been kept on 
auxiliary books in the offices of the General Freight and Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents, and nothing but the receipts from trans- 
portation have been, up to this time, entered on the general 
books of the Company. During the present year (having 
arranged the machinery necessary to carry it into effect) I have 
placed the earnings on the general books of the Company, as 
they comprise the net earnings uncollected previous to March 
1st, 1870. The latter have been credited to income account, and 
added to the balance carried from last year. (See Statement 
No. 2.) 

I have charged up to income account the total bad debts made 
by the Company since the commencement of its operations. As 
those "ifere comprised in the balance of last year, they have been 
deducted from it. (See Statement No. 2.) 

Heretofore, with the exception of $1,222,721.54, being inter- 
est on State bonds to January, 1859, there has been nothing 
charged to income account but the yearly expenses for trans- 
portation, and nothing credited but receipts from transportation. 
In Income Statement No. 3 you will find that I have charged 
up all the general expenses that have occurred up to the present 
time, and credited it with sundry amounts not heretofore carried 
to its credit, thereby leaving to the debit of General Financial 
Statement No. 1, nothing but the actual construction accounts.
